The untimely though perhaps justifi- 
able withdrawal by Cr. A. W. Bond of 
his candidature means there will be no 
election on August 24, 

Arrearlier announcement could have 
altered the situation. Then Labor, in the 
light of this knowledge, could have re- 
viewed the position and considered put- 
ting forth an alternate -candidate or 
candidates. 

As it stands, it is now on record that 
in 1968 non political candidates were 
elected without anyl opposition. 

This is not satisfactory. Each of the 
three who nominated, Cr. C. W. Carl- 
sson, and Messrs. J! |. Stewart and R. 
K. Richards were réady and willing to 
face the electors. That they are elected 
unopposed is not all to their discredit, 
but they would have preferred the back- 
ing of the ratepayers in an election. 

The cumulative non political ascend- 
ancy in the Altona council has now al- 
most reversed the position that applied 
in past years. : 

Then the Labor control of the council . 
was so assured that' for three successive 
years there were no:elections. All coun- - 
cillors were re-elected or elected unop- 
posed. The lack of opportunity for 
ratepayers to exercise their rights was 
not in Altona’s interest. ; 

It is hoped that the record of 1968 
and those past years will not be re- 
peated. ‘ r 
The non political councillors are now in 
full control. They will do their best in 
the knowledge of opposition at annual 
polls and ultimately if necessary ot the 
council table.

ugees” sponsored by the Corpus 
Christi Seminary of Werribee, more 
than responded in a recent effort 
with an outpouring of nearly 2500 
tins of food. 


These included mostly such staples as 
powdered milk, tinned meat and vegetables. 


Each year the Corpus 
Christi minor seminary 
sponsors the Colombo ap- 
peal. They send parcels of 
powdered milk and tinned 
food to various refugee 
centres. In the past twelve 
months they sent thirty-one 
parcels of food and cloth- 
ing valued at_ $783.00 to 
refugees in Hong Kong, 
Macao, India and the Cook 
Islands. Many of the ref. 
ugees have fled Red China. 


The entire school turned 
out a mass effort that net- 
ted almost a five-tin-per- 
pupil average. Each boy 
had been asked to britg 
in at least one, and the 
showing at the end of the 
week-long campaign was 
gratifying.

The Board consists of one 
council representative from 
each municipality within its 
boundaries with’ the excep- 
tion of Moorabbin and Cam- 
berwell, two members each, 
and Melbourne, three mem- 
eT. 


With the Chairman there 
is_a total of 52 members. 

Each commissioner is al- 
located to one of six com- 
mittees and it is only of 
the functions under this 
committee that he has any 
detailed knowledge, said Cr. 
Ginifer. 

‘The committees are 
Farm, Sewerage, Water 
Supply, Finance, Offices and 
Jservices and Town Plan- 
ning, 

Cr. Ginifer is a member 
of the Water Supply Com- 
mittee. 


Because a commissioner 
serves only on one commit- 
tee it is difficult for him 
to have a complete know- 
ledge of the ramifications 
Hs the Board, said Cr. Gini- 
er. 

The committee meet one 
week and the next week 
their recommendations are 
adopted by the Board. 

This procedure places the 
Chairman in a strong posi- 
tion said Cr. Ginifer. 

As Chairman of the Board 
he also is chairman of the 
committees and is the only 
one with detailed knowledge 
of all the Board's activities. 

The committees and Board 
meet during the day-time 
thus placing a limit on the 
people who can be repre- 
sentatives of their munici- 


ity.

Qne of the first definite 
indications of this is the 
attempt of the Ipec group 
to gain a strong interest in 
HL Beecham and Co. Ltd. 


This firm has a 27 acre 
freehold in Blackshaws Rd., 
A'tona North, very close to 
fhe route of the freeway 
approach te the bridge, 

Mr. Gordon Barton of 
Sydney, chairman of Ivec 
Insurance Ltd.. said in Mel- 
bourne recently that he 
understood the proverty is 
worth about $1 million at 
present and could-be worth 
more when the Lower 
Yarra crossing is complete. 


Although the valuable 
freehold property is of 
great interest, it is not the 
sole reason for the stake in 
Beecham, said Mr. Barton. 


Two weeks ago the Ipec 
Group were holding about 
44 per cent of the capital 
of Beechams — slightly 
fewer than 400,000 shares. 
“A helding of 400,000 re- 
presents 44.4 per ceat of 
the 900,000 issued shares. 

Mr. Barton denied his 
groups main interest is a 
quick break-up and disposal 
of the assets of H. Bee- 
cham.
